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DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a) because they fail to show 
"The wheel 9 is held in the vertical direction by the thrust stop which has circlips 
underneath it. The thrust stop may be fixed either to the fixing annulus or directly to the 
body of the condiment mill" as described in the specification. Any structural detail that is 
essential for a proper understanding of the disclosed invention should be shown in the 
drawing. MPEP § 608.02(d). Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 
1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures 
appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being 
amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as 
"amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be 
removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several 
views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary 
to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after 
the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as either 
"Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121(d). If the changes are 
not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required 
corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held 
in abeyance. 
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The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the 
description: reference sign 24. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 
1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures 
appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being 
amended. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be 
labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.121 (d).

Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: The 
disclosure fails to provide a brief description of the drawings as required by 37 CFR 
1.74. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Objections 

Claims 3-13 are objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c) as being in improper form 
because a multiple dependent claims should refer to other claims in the alternative only 
and can not depend from any other multiple dependent claim. See MPEP § 608.01 (n). 
Accordingly, the claims 3-13 have not been further treated on the merits. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 1 22(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Yang 
(US Patent 5,785,264). 

The device of Yang meets the limitations of the claimed device including thimble 
(213), a thimble support (21), a wheel (24), a fixing annulus (fig . 1 ), internal screw thread 
(250) and an adjustment ring (25) fitted with an adjustment stop (232) independent of 
the device results in a translational movement of the support (col. 4, lines 1-4). 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Cheng (US 
Publication 2002/0117566). 

The device of Yang meets the limitations of the claimed device including thimble 
(221 ), a thimble support (22), a wheel (26), a fixing annulus (21 ), and an adjustment ring 
(25) fitted with an adjustment stop (23) independent of the device results in a 
translational movement of the support (par. 0019).
